W ha t the governor did is the result 
of wdiat happened at the prison last 
Thursday, when Burton, in alighting 
from a carriage upon his arrival from 
a trip up street, fell to the sidew’alk 
and had to he assisted into the insti­ 
tution b y Stew'ard Miller and another 
otficial. 
It was said at the time that 
Burton w'as not 
feeling 
w’ell. 
This 
was confirmed b y W arden Gould and 
others. 
According to the siory given to the 
governor. Burton secured one of the 
prison carriages and proceeded on a 
tour of the city. 
Tim e passed, and 
he did not return. 
W arden Gonld, 
b eing 
in 
need of the conveyance, 
w\‘iited until his patience had b ecome 
exhausteil, and tlien se n t a m essenger 
in search of the missing nienib er of 
Die lioard, with instructions to tell 
the driver, who w’as a trusty prisoner, 
to ret urn ininiediatciy with the rig.

Montgomery, Ala., .liily 15.—Judge 
Jones, of the United States circuit 


court, has ruled that the new state 


law, under wJiich removal of a suit 


by a railroad company is invalid and 
in violation of the constitutions of 


both sta te and nation. 
It abrogates, the court holds, the 
contract made between the co» i;ora- 


tion and the sta te and also is in 
violation of the sta te constitutional 
provision that corporations shall have 
the same rights to sue and be sued 
as individuals. 
The court also gave 
reasons 
for 
granting temporary injunctions to re­ 
strain operation of sta te 
rate 
and 
regulation laws, his object being to 
allow 
the 
railroads opportunity to 
prove their allegations that the laws 
are confiscatory. 


Missouri has a law similar to the 
Alabama law on the subjects of rail­ 
roads removing ca ses from the sta te 
to the federal courts. 
It has not 
been tested in this state, but is likely 
to be before fall. 
The rate regulation laws in Ala­ 
bama include a two-cent fare law, 
but the fact that in that sta te the 
people will pay the old rates without 
trying the new while the law is in 
litigation merely means that the at­ 
torney general of Missouri put up a 
more vigorous fight 
than 
the 
cor­ 
responding officials of Alabama. 
It 
helps to emphasize the usefulness of 
public officials who will fight.
